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A  Brace  of - ?

About  six  months  ago,  in  July,  1919,  the  present  writer  wrote 
ua  pamphlet  “  Three  Bloody  Men:  Mannerheim,  the  Butcher; 
Denikin,  the  K.C.B. ;  Koltchak,  the  Bloody  One.”  It  exposed 
•the  methods  of  barbarism  by  which  these  friends  of  the  British 
(iovernment  with  Allied  men,  money  and  munitions  made  war  on 
the  Russian  workers.  It  was  written  at  a  time  when  Parliament 
was  voting  money  to  fight  Soviet  Russia,  when  the  War  Office 
was  sending  our  brave  soldiers  to  fight  Russian  revolutionaries, 
^  when  the  British  Admiralty  were  sending  our  sailors  to  bomb 
■peaceful  Russian  ports  (killing  women  and  children  with  whose 
•nation  w^e  were  not  legally  at  war),  and  when  the  Jingo  neAvspapers 
were  prophesying  the  fall  of  Petrograd,  the  taking  of  Moscow, 
the  weakness  and  approaching  collapse  of  Bolshevism,  etc.  At 

that  time  the  present  writer  wrote  a  leaflet  to  advertise  his  pam¬ 

phlet,  which  was  headed  thus: — ”  A  Good  dip — ’20  to  i  Against. 
-«r  But  sure  to  win !”  d'his  was  in  reference  to  the  tw'cnty  odd 
^  nations  which  the  Peace  Conference  of  the  Allies  at  Paris  had  got 
-  to  make  war  on  the  Russian  Revolution.  To-day  even  the  ultra- 
^  jingo  papers  admit  the  victory  of  the  Revolution,  d'he  Russian 
^  Soviet  Armies  have  defeated  with  overwhelming  might  the  Armies 
;  '  of  Koltchak  in  Siberia,  Judenitch  in  the  West,  and  Sir  Denikin 
in  the  .South,  with  their  wTclkfound  mercenaries.  Those  mercenaries 
^  were  always  being  styled  The  Volunteers,  though  they  were  com- 
"  posed  .of  men  enlisted  in  foreign  lands  w  ith  promises  of  iand  asd 

.■  high  pay,  and  through  misleading  statements  absurd  to  any  who 

(Sij  know  the  facts.  When  the  ”  Volunteers  ”  were  enlisted  in  Russia 
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they  were  iorced  ta  serve  under  threats  of  death,  torture,  starva¬ 
tion,  and  the  burning-  of  their  homes.  The  facts  about  Russia, 
which  could  be  readily  learned  by  any  diligent  sciiircher  after  the 
truth,  were  suppressed  as  much  as  possible  by  the  British  military 
censorship,  and  a  new  output  of  lies  and  fabricated  atrocities 
was  often  issued  by  the  Secret  Service  men  of  the  British  War 
and  Foreign  Offices.  Thousands  of  British  Secret  Service  money 
were  voted  by  Parliament  and  poured  like  oil  on  the  declining 
fires  of  prejudice  and  faksehood.  All  in  vain  !  'I'he  big  three, 
Clemenceau,  Lloyd  George  and  ^^hlson,  dictatoi's  of  the  peace  to 
conquered  Germany,  have  utterly  faiied  to  conqutT  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  Armies  of  exhausted  and  starving  Russia.  To-day  \\ho 
is  the  most  successful  Statesman  of  the  world?  .Surely  I.enin, 
who  has  restored  independence  to  enslaved  Russia,  has  recon¬ 
structed  the  chaotic  ruins  of  the  Czar’s  Empire,  and  by  his 
successes  has  turned  Uie  eyes  of  the  poor  and  the  workers  to  look 
for  hope  to  Revolution  and  Bolshevism.  To-day,  who  is  the 
most  successful  commander  of  Armies?  Surely  'fiajtsky,  the  poor, 
hunted,  imprisoned  Jew,  who  got  together  first  in  the  Spring  of 
i<)i8  a  little  army  of  enthusiastic  Socialists,  and  then  raised, 
organised  and  armed  a  force  of  over  a  million  (possibly  two 
million  men),  and  has  not  only  turned  to  llight  the  iinading  armies 
on  eight  fronts,  but  has  fed,  clothed  and  munitionerl  a  dozen  army 
corps  with  the  food,  khaki  and  equipment  sent  to  his  enemies- 
from  the  British  Ministry  of  Munitions,  the  U.S.A.  armament 
factories,  and  the  armament  stores  of  France  and  Italy.  4\>-day 
in  what  land  is  seen  the  most  rapid  and  brilliant  r<x:onstruction  ? 
Surely  Russia,  which  has  within  aj  years  established  schools  and 
universities  where  ignorance  and  suppression  we^e  before,  has. 
nationalised  great  public  services  and  eliminated  the  worst 

profiteers  on  the  globe,  has  largely  solved  the  housing  problem 
while  at  war,  w’hicii  Britain  and  the  other  Allies  ha\c  not  beguix 
to  tackle  after  a  year  of  ^x^acc.  It  is  the  most  wonderful  drama- 
in  the  history  of  modern  times.  The  ignominious  fall  of  Kaiser.s 
and  Czar  is  not  so  splendid  In  achievement  and  blessed  In  pro¬ 
mise  for  mankind  as  the  rise  of  Revolutionary  Russia. 

The  position  now  gained  must  be  secured  against  the  treacher¬ 
ous  policy  of  militarists  like  Churchill  and  Frch*,  the  subtle 
machinations  of  Statesmen  like  Lloyd  Georg*e  and  WiLson,  the 
grasping,  greed  of  refugtees  and  financiers  like  I..  Urquhart, 
Lianosov,  Milhiukof,  Sasonoff,  etc.,  men  whose  names  are  less 
notorious,  but  w'hose  .energy  and  greed  of  wealth  arc  immense, 
and  wLose  influence  Is  subtle  and  wide. 


The  security  of  the  Russia  Revolution  is  a 

VITAL  MATTER  FOR  WORKERS  IN  ALL  LANDS. 

Why?  Because  it  is  the  first  and  sole  example  in  the  world  of  a 
vast  rei^ion  and  an  ancient  civilisation  passing"  into  the  control  and 
g^overnance  of  Labour,  and  being  run  for  over  two  years  on 
Socialist  lines.  Capitalism  and  militarism  dre  perpetuating  misery 
by  starving  great  cities  like  Vienna,  preventing  Germany  from 
working  and  trading;  shooting  down  peaceful  crowds  in  India; 
suppressing  newspapers  and  imprisoning  M.P.’s  in  Ireland; 
robbing  natives  of  their  land  and  wealth  in  Africa,  etc.,  etc. 
But  in  Russia  the  jackboot  of  the  new  Priissianism,  of  the  Allies 
does  not  hold  sway.  Let  Russia  remain  free  from  the  curs©  of  the 
dictators  of  modern  Europe,  and  let  Russia  show  the  w'orld  what 
Labo-ur  and  Socialism  can  do ! 

Moreover,  on  the  grounds  of  humanity,  put  an  end  to  war 
and  war’s  sufferings,  and  let  Russia  have  peace.  Let  Russia 
receive  British  goods  and  give  in  return  her  timber,  flax,  hides, 
butter,  grain  and  minerals.  That  alone  is  the  w^ay  to  stop  the 
bloodshed. 

LABOUR  HAS  HERE  A  DUTY  AND  AN  OPENING— 

a  duty  to  the  workers  of  all  lands  to  unite  against  the  Churchills 
who  would  make  war  go  on  for  ever,  and  the  Lloyd  Georges  who 
would  use  their  world  power  to  crush '  Socialist  republics.  To 
do  its  duty.  Labour  must  know’  the  facts  and  see  the  issues 
clearly. 

Foremost  is  the  great  fact  that  in  Russia,  Revolution  and 
Socialism  have  arrived  hand  in  hand,  have  established  the  new* 
order  in  spite  of  immense  forces,  and  must  now  be  recognised. 
It  will  not  do  to  say,  “  The  Russian  Revolution  is  right;  the  Czar- 
dom  is  gone;  but  no  Bolshevism,  please.  That  must  be  put 
down."  In  and  lor  Russia  there  is  the  simple  alternative, 
"  Czardom  or  Socialist  Revolution."  To  fight  against  the  Soviets 
of  Russia  is  to  help  the  Czarists  of  Russia.  If  the  Soviets  are 
crushed,  the  Czarists  return.  Koltchak,  Denikin,  Scmcnoff,  Hor¬ 
vath,  Sazonoflf,  Nabokoff,  Iswolsky,  Mithiukof — all  Czarists.  Put 
them  and  their  gang  in  power  and  the  Czardom,  Its  spirit,  methods 
and  aims  arc  restored.  The  Bolshevik  Army  has  now  defeaflod 
all  its  foes.  The  Soviets,  i.c. ,  Local  Councils  under  the  Congress 
of  Soviets,  which,  meeting  every  three  months,  appoints  Its  Chief 
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Commissiaries,  have  ag-ain  and  again  confirmed  Lenin  as  Presi¬ 
dent.  Lenin  has  now  been  in  office  27  months;  and  though: 
his  immediate  fall,  his  flight,  his  quarrels  with  and  his  imprison¬ 
ment  by  Trotsky,  his  plans  for  flight  into  Central  Asia,  etc.,  have 
been  repeatedly  announced  by  the  Capitalist  press,  I^enin  and  his 
party  rule  over  more  territory'  than  ever,  and  have  more  supporters 
at  home  and  more  sympathisers  abroad  than  ever.  llie  Red 
Army  is  now  the  largest  force  under  arms  in  the  world;  in 
gallantry'  and  devotion  it  is  unequalled.  With  this  Russia,  the 
world  can  make  peace,  ad\  antageously  and  honourably,  at  once^ 
And  the  the  Soviet  Government  has  now  made 

ELEVEN  OFFERS  OF  PEACE. 

From  August,  1918,  onwards  Russia’s  terms  of  peace,  always 
the  same,  are  open  to-day.  The  chief  of  these  are  (i)  The  recogni¬ 
tion  of  the  debts  contracted  by  the  Czar’s  Government  and  the 
payment  of  interest  on  them;  (2)  the  promise  not  to  make  propa¬ 
ganda  in  non-Russian  States  with  the  view  of  establishing  Inte^r- 
national  Socialism  (Bolshevism)  outside  Russia;  (3)  the  granting 
of  concessions  for  mines,  timber,  oil,  etc.,  in  Russia  to  foreigners, 
thus  giving  payment  for  debts  and  establishing  trade  relations; 
{4)  amnesty  for  counter-Revolutionists;  (5)  self-determination  for 
Border  States.  This  offer  has  been  sent  to  President  Wilson,- 
given  to  the  Allied  representative  in  Switzerland,  sent  in  answer 
to  the  Paris  Peace  Conference  to  arrange  a  meeting  at  Prinkipo,. 
handed  to  Mr.  Bullitt,  who  was-  sent  by  Lloyd  George  to  confer 
with  Lenin  in  Moscow  in  March,  1919,  and,  last  of  all,  handed  from 
Idtvinoff  to  the  British  Minister  at  Copenhagen  in  December,  1919, 
when  the  document  was  returned  unopened.  Yet  Lloyd  George 
declares  that  he  knows  nothing  of  an}'  peace  offer  from  the 
Soviets,  and  that  the  Allies  have  received  none !  The  fact  is  that 
the  British  War  Office  (i.e.,  Churchill),  and  the  Paris  Peace 
Conference  (i.e.,  Lloyd  George)  wanted,  and  apparently  still  want, 
to  continue  the  war  against  Russia.  Undoubtedly,  Britain  more 
than  any  other  power  is  responsible  for  the  cruelty  and  waste 
thus  involved.  The  American  Senate  has  signified  its  disapproval. 
The  French  Government  has  refused  to  supply  the  money.  7'he 
Italian  Parliament  has  passed  a  resolution  washing  its  hands  of 
the  bloody  business.  The  British  Parliament  alone  has  voted  its 
funds  to  the  gamble.  For  over  a  year  Britain  has  been  finding 
the  money,  the  munitions,  the  shipping  (with  secret  and  surrepti¬ 
tious  aid  from  Statesmen  of  other  powers,  no  doubt,  but  against 
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the  avowed  policy  of  the  Parliaments  of  those  powers)  to  con¬ 
tinue  the  war  on  the  Russia  Socialist  Revolution. 

THE  CRUELTY  AND  COST  OF  THIS  WAR 

lie  especially  on  Britain,  and  mainly  on  the  two  men,  Lloyd 
George  and  Churchill.  Cruelty  is  clear  \vhen  the  British  Navy 
turned  back  the  ship  that  was  taking  sick  and  starving  children 
from  Petrograd  to  Stockholm,  where  benevolent  Swedes  were 
ready  to  feed,  clothe,  and  restore  them;  when  the  British  Navy 
drives  off  the  sea  Russian  fishing  craft  peacefully  employed  in 
getting  food;  when  British  warships  bombard  Russian  coast  towns, 
killing  women  and  children  of  a  nation  with  which  Britain  is  not 
technically  at  war,  and  which  tow  ns  presumably  contain  “  loyal 
as  w'eli  as  Bolshevik  inhabitants;  and  when  British  naval  officers 
are  ordered  to  turn  back  ships  carrying  medical  stores  and  Red 
Cross  equipment,  disinfectants  and  hospital  materials  to  Russia, 
in  flat  defiance  of  the  Hague  Convention  !  Breaches  of  the  Hague 
Convention  committed  by  Germans  are  to  bring  Germans  to  trial 
under  the  Peace  Treaty,  while  Churchill  and  Lloyd  George  are 
doing  the  same  inhuman  thing  ! 

The  cruelty  of  the  Lloyd  George-Churchill  policy  prevents 
thousands  of  German,  Austrian,  Czecho-Slovak  and  Polish 
prisoners  in  Siberia  from  returning  home,  many  of  whom  are 
Allies;  yet  recently  steamers  sent  to  Vladivostock  with  supplies 
for  Koltchak  have  been  compelled  to  return  empty  and  in  ballast, 
permission  being  refused  to<  bring  thence  any  prisoners  to  Europe, 
many  of  whom  after  four  years’  absence  were  waiting  at  the  port. 
The  cruelty  of  the  Lloy^-George-Churchill  policy  appears  in  Ger¬ 
many  being  refused  the  chance  to  trade  with  Russia,  from  which 
it  could  get  materials  and  to  which  it  could  send  agricultural 
inaplements,  textiles,  etc.,  thus  condemning  Germans  to  unem¬ 
ployment,  starvation  and  inability  to  get  wealth  to  pay  the  Allied 
reparations.  The  cruelty  of  the  Lloyd-George-Churchill  policy 
injures  British  workers  and  demobilised  heroes,  to  whom  new 
homes  were  promised,  but  the  timber  for  which  still  lies  in  stacks 
in  Russian  ports  ready  to  be  sent  to  Britain.  The  cruelty  hits  the 
French,  Polish  and  Belgian  textile  factories,  which  are  idle  till 
Russian  flax,  tons  of  which  are  in  store,  can  bci  brought  to  the 
Allies’  ports.  All  this  cruelty  is  permitted  and  even  applauded  by 
the  Jingo  Press  and  Coalition  speakers,  because  it  hurts  the  Bol¬ 
sheviks.  Vet  the  suffering,  injustice  and  privation  it  brings  to 
non-Bolsheviks  are  also  greiit.  Cruelty  is  here,  as  always,  sweet 
to  the  cruel,  but  useless  folly  all  the  same ! 
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HUNDREDS  OF  MILLIONS  OF  BRITISH  MONEY 

are  wasted  in  this  cruelly  Russian  intervention  begun  in  July, 
1918,  with  British  ships  and  men  semt  to  protect  from  Uernian 
raids  the  Allied  stores  at  Archangel  and  other  ports.  The  Soviet 
authorities  permitted  and  even  welcomed  this  step.  It  soon  grew, 
how'ever,  in  spite  of  Allied  promises,  into  upsetting  (and  eveln 
killing)  the  local  Soviet  leaders,  then  into  military  occupa¬ 
tion  of  large  districts,  then  into  capture  of  all  Russian 
ports,  then  it  passed  into  the  blockade  of  the  Soviets’  territory  by 
land  and  sea;  ne'xt  it  developed  into  sending  arms,  clothing  and 
food  to  counter-revolutionaries,  to  the  Czarists  of  Russia.  It  made 
no  difference  that  the  w  ar  against  Germany  w  as  over,  or  that  Peace 
was  signed.  Any  excuse  for  more  war!  Churchill  fancying  him¬ 
self  a  Napoleon  !  Lloyd  George  lusting  to^  crush  Russia  as  he 
thinks  he  has  crushed  Germany  !  The  brace  of  — ^ —  might  sing 
in  duet — 

On  with  the  fight,  let  war  be  unconfined  ! 

No  peace  toKlay  if  we  can  treasure  find 
To  furnish  dear  Sir  Denikin  with  arms. 

Smash  Bolshexiks,  end  Capital’s  alarms! 

The  great  burden  of  cost  for  Allied  intervention  in  Russia  falls  on 
Britain.  At  first,  Lloyd  George  promised  that  Britain  would  pay. 
'This  means,  of  course,  if  the  Coalition  gang  can  wangle  it,  that 
Labour  shall  pay  as  much  as  possible.  Did  not  the  Finance  Bill 
which  gave  ;;^T 5,000,000  to  Denikin  cut  down  the  workers’  unem¬ 
ployment  pay?  It  is  now  admitted  that 

ONE  HUNDRED  MILLIONS  HAVE  BEEN  WASTED 

in  this  war.  Liberals  like  Asquith  have  taken  to  denouncing  it  as 
waste,  when  they  saw  intervention  was  a  losing  game.  .~\s  a 
wicked  cruelty  and  a  denial  of  the  principles  which  they  had  pro¬ 
claimed,  it  never  occurred  to  them  to  protest !  Labour  alone  has 
always  condemned  it.  When  Asquith  said  that  100  millions  had 
been  w/asted,  Churchill  replied  that  the  figure  was  grossly  exagger¬ 
ated;  yet  a  week  later  Lloyd  George  stated  that  as  100  millions 
had  been  spent,  the  matter  was  serious!  Exactly,  this  “  brace  of 

- ”  cannot  agree  together!  The  100  millions,  confirmed  now 

by  a  Parliamentary  paper,  only  refer  to  the  war  since  the  Armistice, 
and  in  one  year  and  only  to  War  Office  expenditure.  But  the  war 
began  18  months  ago;  there  are  still  British  soldiers  in  Russia, 
British  warships  in  Russian  waters,  Russians  “  loyal  to  the 
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Allies  ”  still  to  be  protected.  The  cost  must  run  into  3  years  at 
least  (1918  to  1920).  The  100  millions  must  be  swollen,  perhaps 
to  ;T25o,ooo,ooo  or  more,  when  all  is  told,  by  many  items  :  (a) 

Pensions  to  soldiers  and  sailors  and  dependents  of  those  killed; 

(b)  Naval  costs,  including-  loss  of  several  vessels  sunk  in  the  Baltic; 

(c)  Freig-hts  for  sending  thousands  of  tons  to  WTite  Sea,  Black 
Sea,  the  Caspian  (on  which  inland  sea  a  naval  flotilla  with  British 
sailors  was  created),  Vladivostock  and  Siberia;  it  -was  promised 
that  these  ships  should  bring  back  rich  cargoes,  but  Bonar  Law 
has  said  that  they  brought  back  “  xery  little  ”  (or  nothing?);  (d)

Foreign  Office  Missions,  Board  of  fl'rnde  Missions,  Sir  H.  J. 
Mackinder,  M.P.,  with  his  suite:  Military  Missions,  Economic, 
Missions  have  been  sent  North,  South  S:  East;  Diplomatic  and 
Naval  Missions  to  l-'inland,  Poland,  ILsthonia,  Roumania,  etc., 
with  large  expenses  and  funds  to  buy  (or  bribe?)  the  support  of 
shaky  new  (ioxe.rnments;  (e)  S<('ret  Scr\  ice  money  :  with  this 
seem  to  have  gone  forged  Russian  banknote’s  with  the  Czar’s 
name  and  arms;  all  the  above  costs  are  withheld  and  probably 
could  only  l^e  got  by  experts  with  special  powers  to  enquire;  (f) 
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Other  costs,  such  as  keeping-  suspected  Russians  in  camp  or  jail,, 
sending-  them  by  ship  to  Denikin  or  elseAvhere,  supporting  their 
wives  and  children  through  the  relieving  officers;  detective,  police 
and  administrative  costs  :  all  must  run  into  many  thousands  ;  (g) 
Lastly,  there  are  the  huge  indirect  costs  in  loss  of  trade,  inflated 
prices,  men  kept  in  the  army  for  months,  of  raw  materials  lost 
to  Britain,  especially  timber  from  Baltic  and  Archangel,  essential 
for  housing  schemes,  and,  prospectively,  Britain  turned  into  a 
hostile  or  suspected  nation  rather  than  a  friend  and  ally  of  Russia, 
dliese  lost  millions  had  better  been  throAvn  into'  the  sea  once  for  • 
all.  Lives  could  have  been  saved,  time  better  spent,  reconstruc¬ 
tion  begun,  and  reconciliation  firmly  founded,  even  had  the  mo^ey 
been  thrown  away.  To-day,  Churchill  and  Lloyd  George  can  show 
nothing  but  waste,  failure  and  humiliation  for  their  criminal  folly. 
\\’hat  a  brace  of  - ?  But  perhaps  they  would  say 

WHAT  ABOUT  ATROCITIES? 

“  Are  not  the  Bolshevik  atrocities  good  ground  for  a  holy  war 
against  them?  Are  we  to  shake  hands  with  murderers?”  When¬ 
ever  it  is  proposed  to  make  an  end  to  the  Avar,  or  Avhen  (as  now) 
Russia  is  Avinning,  new  atrocities  are  brought  out  or  old  ones 
dished  up  Avith  neAv  names  and  dates.  War  is  the  greatest  atro¬ 
city  of  all :  civil  Avar  ever  the  most  atrocious  of  all.  Russia  has 
had  atrocious  cruelties  from  her  Czars;  her  reA'olutionaries  haA-e  had 
to  use  Nihilism,  terrorism  and  killing;  Avhat  more  natural  than 
that  these  traditions  should  continue  in  these  turbulent  times?  But 
facts  must  be  fairly  faced  : — 

A.  — The  Czarist  regime  aaus  based  on  cruelty,  every  sup¬ 
pression  of  liberty,  torture,  Siberia  and  murder.  The  books  of 
Perris,  Nevinson  and  many  others  tell  of  Czarist  atrocities.  Iri 
1905,  Tolstoy  published  ”  Rule  by  ^Murder  :  An  Indictment  of  the 
Russian  Government.”  It  called  the  Czar’s  rule  cold-blooded 
cruelty.  It  ends  on  this  note,  ”  Czar,  men  flatter  you,  but  hoAV 
they  hate  you!”  Churchill  and  Lloyd  George  kncAv  all  this,  but 
did  thev  ever  denounce  him?  They  faAvned  on  him.  The  Czar 
was  a  Colonel  in  the  British  .Vrmy  ! 

B. — The  Bolsheviks  are  the  Marxian  Social  Democrats  Avho  in 
pre-Avar  days  discouraged  assassination,  relying  on  proletarian 
propaganda.  It  Avas  the  Sovial  Revolutionaries  Avho  at  first 
strongly  opposed  them,  aaLo  relied  on,  and  advocated,  violence 


and  terrorism.  In  the  g-reat  political  strikes,  the  Bolsheviks- 
always  restrained  the  strikers  from  violence;  the  Social  Revolu¬ 
tionaries  urged  them  to  sabotage.  Nicholas  Tchaikowsky,  whom 
the  British  set  up  in  1918  as  head  of  their  Archangel  Govern¬ 
ment,  giving  him  millions  of  money,  was  a  Social  Revolutionary, 
and  said  in  calling  on  Petrograd  to  rise  against  the  Bolsheviks  : — 
“  We  have  used  the  Red  Terror  in  the  past  and  we  will  use  it 
again.”  This  British  agent  thus  started  the  Red  Terror,  which 
the  Soviets  overcarhe  by  suppression,  imprisonment  and  even  esxe- 
cution  (always  after  trial)  of  their  terrorist  enemies.  It  was  only 
after  months  of  steady  Bolshe\  ik  rule  that*  the  Red  Terror  began.- 

C.  — Innumerable  atrocities  reported  ”  on  the  highest 
authority  ”  are  admitted  falsehoods.  Seton-W’atson,  a  Foreigm 
Office  man,  started  in  his  ”  New  Europe  ”  the  nationalisation  of 
women  stunt,  publishing  forged  documents.  It  did  good  service 
for  A\’eek3.  in  stirring  up  the  world  against  the  Bolsheviks;  then 
he  withdrew  the  lie.  Of  course,  Czarist  refugees  in  London  and 
Paris  and  ”  The  Times  ”  still  repeat  it.  Again,  Peter  Kropotkin, 
the  eminent  scientific  revolutionary;  Maxim  Gorky,  the  novelist 
V.  Tchertkoff,  the  friend  and  executor  of  Tolstoy;  and  Chaliapine^ 
the  great  opera  singer,  all  these  were  reported  atrociously  mur¬ 
dered  by  Bolsheviks;  they  are  all  now  knowm  to  be  safe  and 
supporting  the  Soviet  Government.  Tykkon,  the  Patriarch  Arch¬ 
bishop  of  Moscow,  still  being  trotted  out  as  denouncing  the 
Soviets,  has  just  called  on  the  faithful  to  stand  by  their  Govern¬ 
ment  against  the  invaders.  There  is  evidence  that  many  ”  atro¬ 
cities  ”  are  studied  lies. 

D.  — There  is  also  e\  idence  that  the  atrocities  of  the  Whites^. 
Koltchak  and  Denikin  especially,  are  far  worse,  both  in  extent, 
character  and  deliberate  purpose  than  any  of  the  Reds.  This  fact 
is  clear  from  what  is  now"  admitted  that  non-Bolsheviks  have  for¬ 
mally  protested  to  the  Allies  against  the  cruelties  of  the  men 
w'ho  get  Allied  support,  that  whole  regiments  desert  to  the  Bol¬ 
sheviks,  that  the  peasants  in  the  rear  of  the  anti-Bolshe\  iks  con- 
stontly  rise  in  revolt,  that  the  lack  of  discipline  and  rule  in  the 
anti-Bolshevik  rabbles  is  as  marked  as  the  fine  morale  of  the 
Bolshevik  armies.  This  gets  confirmation  from  the  British  forces 
in  Russia:  Col.  Sherw'ood-Kelly,  VLC. ,  court-martialled  for  his 
telling  the  truth  about  Archangel  and  dismissed  from  the  army; 

2  British  naval  officers  and  over  50  marines  court-martialled  and 
sent  to  hard  labour  for  refusing  to  go  on  w  ith  a  wicked  w  ar.  Even 


the  Czecho-Slovaks,  who  maintained  Koltchak  so  long,  have 
revolted  against  his  brutalities. 

E. — What  right  has  the  British  or  any  Allied  Government  to 
talk  of  the  atrocities  in  Russia?  In  America  lynchings  of  negroes, 
with  official  connivance  and  newspaper  approval,  are  more  numer¬ 
ous  than  ever;  people  flock  in  thousands  to  see  a  nigger  burned 
to  death,  saturated  with  oil.  What  has  President  \^olson  done  to 
stop  this?  In  Ireland  the  horrible  Sheehy-Skeffington  murder  by 
British  offic'er  was  only  the  first  of  a  line  of  military  atrocities. 
In  India,  General  Dyer  shoots  down  hundreds  of  natives  without 
warning,  the  Commander-in-Chief  approves,  the  Governor-General 
takes  care  not  to  inform  the  Secretary  of  State;  the  British 
Government  talk  of  atrocities  in  Russia  is  cant,  while  its  own 
horrible  deeds  in  India,  Ireland,  Egypt,  go  on.  Labour  must  end 
all  these  atrocities  by  giving  peace,  intercourse  betw^een  nations, 
and  allowing  self-determination  in  the  British  Empire  and  freedom 
abroad. 

LENIN  HAS  PRODUCED  ORDER  AND  PROGRESS 

in  2-j  years  out  of  chaos.  I'his  fact  is  attested  by  many,  and 
should  be  read  in  detail  in  the  books  of  three  recent  \  isitors  to 
Russia:  Arthur  Ransomc,  a  non-Socialist,  “Six  ^^"eeks  in 
Russia”;  \\v  F.  Goode,  London  Professor,  and  when  special 
correspondent  in  the  Baltic  States  opposed  to  Bolshe\'ism,  “  Bol¬ 
shevism  at  Work  ”;  and  Col.  Malone,  Coalition  M.P.,  “  The 

Russian  Republic.”  These  agree  that  order  and  popular 
enthusiasm  have  been  created  for  the  Soviets.  After  supplying 
the  great  Armv,  they ’have  done  wonders  in  transport,  production, 
agriculture,  food  distribution,  and  especially  education.  All  these 
without  private  gain;  the  old  Capitalist  leaders  often  employed  at 
Liigffi  salaries  to  invent,  superintend,  etc.  There  is  a  great  national 
co-operative  commonwealth  on  a  huge  scale,  and  for  the  first 
time  in  history.  Compared  to  the  Czarist  days,  and  even  with 
short  rations  and  war,  the  lot  of  the  w’orker  is  greatly  improved; 
with  peace  it  wall  be  immeasurably  better.  Engineering  achieve¬ 
ments  like  the  linking  up  of  waterways  between  Caspian  and 
Baltic;  industrial  discoveries  like  that  by  which  cotton  looms  may 
be  used  for  flax  textile  work;  agricultural  improvements,  with 
'Steady  increased  prcxluctivity,  arc  good  reconstruction.  Can 
•Churchill  and  Lloyd  George  show  such  work?  And  all  done  with¬ 
out  Capitalist  profiteering'!
